Continuation of 2 NOTE The newly added feature of a composite structure comprising a first metal silicide, a second metal silicide and 
arjjitermetallic compound reducing the resistance of the local interconnect, raises a new issue that would require further consideration. 



Continuation of 5 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regards to applicant's argument regarding 
the metals in film 10 of Okamoto are not "from" the first and second metal silicides, it is noted that the claims are directed to the device 
and not to the methdo of making the device and that the metals from the mtermetallic compound are selected from the metals of the firs 
and second metal silicides, furthermore, there is no criticality shown for the use of the metals provided by the first and second metal 
silicide, as it has not been shown that it will result in a significant difference of the structure. Regarding the newly added feature that the 
composite structure reduces the resistance of the local interconnect this limitation requires further consideration. 
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
